C, DESCRIPTION 

1. Activities and Rroducts 

CETV offers seven services to receiving schools; 

a. Production: CETV. develops instructional teLeyision programs and 
produces them in the form of telecourses oa videotape. 

Teiecourses consist of approximately fifty 15 to 25 minute lessons 
televised twice a ireek. Tije f oHowihg teiecourses have been produced 
on the elementary and secdadary levels: Art, Biology, English, 
Geography^ Music, Pities, Pilipihq, Science, and Social Studies. 
This telecpurse libirai^ vill be built up "at tne rate of 8 to 10 
teiecourses per year. 

b. Transmissica: CETV broadcasts the telelesspns according to a 
regular sciiedule for a total- of thirty (30) l^sscxis per veek. 

Three methods of transmission are used:

Organization and Support 

The CETV vas originally a project of Ateneo de Jfanila University 
. and The Ford Foundation but is^ now an independent non-stock, non-profit 
foundation financed by contributions from the private sector. 

Fiscal policy is determined by a Board of Directors (priioarily 
executives from outside the field' of educaticm) and educational- 
pedagogical policy is determined by an Educational Council cade up 
of senior educators, 

A closer liaison with the Department of Education is now being

2# Programming 

CEIV is presently producing only ITV programs. In practice, 
this means that the television lessons are the central component of 
regular credit courses conducted in a formal school setting* CETV- 
provides the supplementary printed materials and trains the teachers 
to conduct the courses. Plans are to re-write each course at five 
year intervals to ensure against out-dated material. 

CETV does not presently produce programs designed to supplement 
conventional courses. 

A Pre-School Children's Series and other programs for adults are 
being planned to be used in non-formal and out-of -school settings. 

3. local Factor s 

While aH aspects of the project are affected by local conditions, 
the project does not appear to depend on any unusual local conditions 
for its success. 

h. Problems^ . - ' 

Because the CET7 is privately financed, fund raising is a major, 
c ontinuirig activity.

A large-scale, controlled evaluatich of the progreun is scheduled

The CCTV Pilot Rroject vas provided land worth fi^OOO^OOO and a 
building vorth ¥200,000 by the Ateneo de Manila and equipoent 1ms provided 
for by two grants from the Ford Foundation. MESEA was supported by The 
Asia Foundation* Operating expenses were provided primarily by incocns 
from school subscriptions, donations from private business and a subsidy 
from the Ateneo de Manila Itoiversity before incorporation of the Center. 
After 1968 two special projects of the Center were financed by the Asia . 
Foundatioi and the IMited States Information Service. (Ccmfer Chart A 
and Subsidies Report for 1971*72) 

The Inter-Xola:9d Broadcasting Corporation^ a wholly oimed subsidiary 
of San Miguel Corporation-Soriano y Cia^ has provided airtime from 8 o^eXock 
in the morning to 12 noon and then from 2 to ^ o*cloclc in the afternoon 
6very school year since 19Sk except 1S63^ when the Republic Broadcastixig 
Corporation donated airtime.

Rc*port on the R^eaent 

- This period extends from M&y I97I to April 1972 ^ the present fiscal 
year« The Center is .still in a pilot program stage: setting up an 
efficient operation and preparing to undertake research and then plan for 
the future. 

Efforts have leen focused on caking the Center a self-supporting 
operation. For this\ purpose sources of regular income have been pinpointed 
and particularly an institutiooRl advertising program is being activated 
€tnd a fund raising drive being undertalcen. The fund raising drive wil3* 
provide expenses primarily for capitalization during the two fiscal years 
1971 through 1973* On the occasion of the fund raising drive funds to 
replace obsolete equipment and to obtain other equipment will be sought 
trm foundations and from foreign governments e«g, Australia^ Japan^ 
Spain^ the Ifeiited States ^ etc« Confer Chart B« 

During this period^ XQter«*Island Broadcasting Corporation donated 
airtime. 

Ten schools in the open broadcast system bought television sets and 
a total of seventy^eight (78) schools received instruction by television* 
There were three more receiving schools than last year* 

Plang for the Future 

The ITV pilot progran should continue but vith an Evaluative Research

Acadendcfl 

Since academic; coortent and pedagogical tedmiques are of the utmost 
importance in instructicnal televisioa there are tiro main groups assisting 
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the Academic CoM^dimtor in the Center in theae areas: Curriculum Klamers 
and Sxibject Area Specialists. 

The purt)oee ot the Curriculum Planners is to provide advice on the 
nev courses to he produced^ There are representatives from the Bureaus 
of public^ Private and Vocaticnal Schools as well as accepted experts 
from such places as the Ateneo de Muiila Iftiiversity, the Ifaiversity of 
the IhiUppines and other colleges^ organizations and universities. 

The Subject Area Specialists are trained and experienced individuals 
in particular subject areas who are Syllabus Planners and Telecourse 
Evaluators^ Syllahias Planners are responsible for prepazlng the syllahus 
for each telecourse* Telecourse Evaluators appraise each telelesson on 
its academic content* 

Ttie purpose of these groups is to provide the highest quality academic 
content and pedagogical techniques vhich viU he acceptable to as many 
students as possible from the public ^ private and vocational schools # 
Hence^ there are representatives of all three systems* 

School Prdbleps 

Since there alsmys are problems Which iriLU fistee the schools in 
instructional television, the Center has a School Senate to help in 
solving these prdblems* The Senate is made up of the best trained and 
most experienced school principals or assistant principals and si:q?ervisors* 
T^-tit group meets regularly or cm special occasions to solve problems iMch 
have crc'pped ^ in the course of the year. All types of schools utilizing 
instructional television are represented*

The Departtnerxt of Educatiw supervises the Instructional Televislooi 
Pilot Program on various levels^ However, since this is still a pilot 
program seeking to find the optimum manner of meeting all situations , 
this relationship will he closely scrutinized and readily adapted to 
new needs and z^eorganisitioa^ 

Conclusion 

These few pages have tried to descrihe the status of instructional 
television as it is in Manila todajrj set the goeds for an ITV program 
throughout the country; present seme of the facts of past financing and 
plans for ftxfcure financing; and, indicate the grcwing relaticwship 
hetween the Center and the Department of Education* 

The Center is now ready to prove its value to HiiUppine education 
and, hence, will soon hegin a research program. 

The proposed financing scheme is basically one of consortium 
financing: giving responsibility for basic operating expenses to the 
anin groups involved i^e* the Center, IBC and the schools; with capital 
costs shouldered by foundations or international funding organisations • 
This plan must nm be implemented^

ANNUAL EEPOBX FOR FY 1972-73 

TUis report will be in two parts: a Review cf FY 1972-73 
and a preview of VlMns for FY 1973-74. 

The review will include a narration of the developnent 
in the relations of the Center with key associated organiza- 
tions; events of the past year v/hich have indicated trends 
for the future; and, the operational status of the Center. 

External Relations 

The Ateneo de Manila University was an original co-sponsor 
(with the Ford Foundation) as well as its campus being the 
site of the Center physical plant. In 1963 the Center became 
a separate incorporate entity. Now the Center relationship 
with the University has been partially clarified by the new 
President of the University. The Center is not an auxiliary 
unit of the University because "neither its budget, salaries nor 
administration cooes under the control and atkiinistration of 
the University." There still seeias to be some quest ior4 as to 
whether or not the Center is a "federated unit" or a separate 
foundation located on the Ateneo canpus. 

Since 1964 (except for School Year 1966-67) Channel 13 
of the Inter-Island Broadcasting Corporation has provided 



broadcast transmission time from 8:00-12:00 M and 2:00-4:00 PM, 
Monday through Friday during the approximately 186 class days 
of the school year. The Center telecourses are sent by 
microwave link to Channel 13 and then rebroadcast. Now, 
the Center is not only responsible for providing tele- 
courses for in school use but has undertaken the responsibility 
for total Channel 13 programning during these hours. All 
these prograas fit within the general category of educational 
television. 

Work with the Bureau of Public Schools is closer than 
last year in terms of the formality of our relationship. 
The sane Center ITV services are being given to both public 
and private schools but there is a more formally acknowledged 
and coordinated working relati.onship with the Bureau. 

No further progress has been made on uhe Center project 
study, "Towards a National Instructional Television Service," 
which was presented to the Department of Education (now called 
the Department of Education and Culture) and then passed on 
for further study to the Board of National Education. The 
BNE must give the project priority status before the Education 
Task Force or the recently set up Office of Planning and 
Research can prepare a feasibility study on it. 
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It should be noted that the franchise for a Channel 
allocation which has been sought from Congress since 1968 
has still not materialised • For transmission seirvice we 
are dependent upon the broadcasting franchise of the 
Inter-Island Broadcasting Corporation for the legality of . 
CETV open broadcast and 2500 MHz transmission. 

Events and Trends 

Some of the events of the past year have taken on the 
strength of force majeure in their effects on the Center • 
The incessant typhoon rains and the subsequent catastrophic 
floods during July 1972 had the result of cancelling the 
planned fund raising drive because the basic rehabilitation 
needs of the flood victims for food, medicines, clothing 
and shelter took priority over any donations to the Center* 
Subsequently it was decided that fund raising would be per- 
manently dropped and efforts would be made to generate 
income from services rendered to other groups • 

The declaration of Martial liaw and the statement of 
guideliries of the New Society resulted in the operation of 
fewer Mass Media organizations throughout the country « More 
specifically only three (out of the previous seven) television 
stations in Manila are now on the air and there is less 
entertainment programming and a greater emphasis on

informational programs especially concerning the requirements 
of the government. There is an implied enphasis on educational 
programming . 

A further effect of the New Society regulations is the 
cancellation of tax exemptions even for foundations certified 
by the National Science Development Board. This, will probably 
mean higher takes on imported raaterials. 

It should be noted also that one of the requirements 
of the New Constitution which has been promulgated is that 
all Mass Media organizations must be 100% Filipino owned 
and managed. This probably will not affect the ownership and 
management of the Center because it is in reality an instruct- 
ional television service center which can rely on other 
organizations for transmission. However, it most likely 
means thi t the Center cannot obtain a broadcasting franchise 
with its present ownership and management. 

Operational Developments 

Internal Center developments have been many. Financially 
the Center is much more stable than ever before since it has 
generated sufficient incoxae for its operation and for the 
liquidiition all its dollar liabilities. While the electronic 
equipment of the Center is now nine (9) years old (four years 



older than the normal life span of electronic equlpQsnt) It is 
still ia fairly good working condition (i.e. oachine breakdowns 
of approxitaately ten percent). There are en route from George- 
town University in the United States donations of two second 
hand Inage Orthicon cameras and two second hand Videotape 
Recorders which will allow for higher quality production. 
The physical plant space has been increased by renting office 
space at a nominal svn from the Manila Observatory, a building 
adjacent to the Center. The number of personnel has decreased 
from last year primarily for economic purposes but a basic staff 
is still on hand. With recent turnovers the key positions of 
Department Heads and Staff Officers are now handled by a better 
trained and more experienced group. 

Perhaps the most significant development has been in the area 
of programming, T^e Center has undertaken two new jobs: one 
with the Presidential Arm on Community Development and one with 
the Philippine Business for Social Progress both in the area of 
educational programming but via films rather than television. 
Just recently a study on programming has been accomplished which 
laid the guidelines for future work in non-fomal education 
by television. This will be minimally implemented in cur work 
for the Inter-Island Broadcasting Corporation via Channel 13 
during the last part of this fiscal year. Non-formal education 
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by television will be attempted next year with other organi- 
zations but primarily with departments of the Government e.g. 
the Department of Social Welfare, the National Manpower and 
Youth Council, the Population Comission, etc. 

The CETV Production Department has finished a study on 
the production process and techniques which Daximizes 
efficiency and substantially economizes this operations. 
One, twenty to thirty mjjiute videotaping can be accomplished 
in less than a four hour studio session; and, approximately 
ten courses (of forty prograas) can be produced each year. 

PLANS 

The Center plans for the future are: long range, 
tnediun range and short term. 

Long Range 

The new long range goal of the Center is to establish 
a financially self supporting organization producing formal 
and non-fomal educational television programs while providing 
allied instructional .teljvision services. 

MediuQ Ran;ie 

Revised medium range plans are for FY 1973 through 
1976. Because it does not seeu possible to attain a balanced 



formal and non-formal educational television production status 
and at the same tiiae provide good instructional television 
services, there should be a period of approxlnately 
three (3) years to achieve this new complex goal. The more 
iimaediate emphasis will be on achieving financial viability 
by producing cf non-foroal educational prograias while pro- 
viding minimal instructional television services. Later on, 
balanced non-fonaal and fonaal educational prograinraing- 
production v/ill be targeted. Finally, instructional television 
services can be iiaproved and even developed to other regions 
in the country.. 

Short Tern 

Short tern plans are for FY 1973-74. The iinnediate 
objective is to generate incone by producing non-foroal 
and forml education programs. Representative program series 
in the aref,'s of non-fomal education will be initiated with 
groups which have shown a desire or need for this service. 
Such program series include: a Pre-School Children's Series 
with the Department of Social Welfare; Elementary Teacher 
Training for Music Education with the Fund for Assistance to 
Private Education; Family Planning with the Population Commission 
Professional Business Training with the First National City Bank; 
Vocational Training with the National t^i^3wer and Youth Council; 



Urban Cooperatives with the Department of Local Governacnt 
and CoEOinity Development; and. Nutrition Education with 
Philippine Business for Social Progress. 

A p.econdary objective is to continue foroal education 
by television services so that the experience which has 
developed in the past will not be lost. Efforts will be 
nsade to continue and even improve all instructional television 
services. Tentative negotiations with PhilCoiuSat are to 
extend the transcaission system by neans of Intelsat to 
schools in Davao, It is possible that a science series for 
Grades 1-10 will be produced with financial assistance fron 
the National Science Deveiopruent Board. 

X X X X X 

The Center for Educational Television has suffered 
setbacks and achieved advances during FY 1972-73. It has 
adapted to external and internal forces. A najor and sig- 
nificant decision extended CETV activities to the field 
of non-formal education bjr television which promises further 
Center growth and developiaent and financial viability. But 
the Center, as^aneif type of organization, is still searching 
for its proper role within the Philippine socio-econooic- 
political context.
